U of A scientist heads high-stakes physics experiment

A state of the art 
experiment led by a 
University of Alberta 
scientist is examining the 
very concepts of physics. 

The team, led by James L. 
Pinfold, a U of A physics 
professor, is using the Large 
Hadron Collider to open up 
new ways to look at physics 
outside of the current scien¬ 
tific model. 

The experiment, called 
the Monopole and Exotics

Detector at the Large 
Hadron Collider, could pos¬ 
sibly to lead to real applica¬ 
tions to ideas thought only 
to be science fiction. 

“You could make magnet¬ 
ic levitation devices,” said 
Pinfold. “Though the devel¬ 
opment will come over 


hundreds of years.” 

One of the main goals is 
to discover magnetic mono¬ 
poles, which is a magnet 
particle with only one pole. 

“The big mystery in 
physics is not if there (are) 
monopoles, but where are 
they,” said Pinfold. 

The project costs sit at 
around $1 million, which is 
miniscule compared to the 
normal LHC experiment 
cost of $400 million. 

“We’re a David amongst a 
bunch of goliaths,” said Pin¬ 
fold. “The implications of 
the experiments are huge. 


“If we discovered the 
magnetic monopole, it 
would be at least as impor¬ 
tant as the other experi¬ 
ments.” 

Pinfold realized that it is 
not always easy translating 
the data of scientific study 
to a general level of public 
understanding of what they 
were doing. 

“We’re voyaging to places 
that can’t be seen or even 
imagined,” said Pinfold. 

“That’s why we need sim¬ 
ulations and visualizations 
... they’re the only way you 
can connect.”

Girls and their guitars an inspiring sight 



When I started going to 
punk shows as a teen, there 
were just a handful of girls 
in a male-dominated scene. 
It was apparent there were 
two options for girls who 
wanted to fit in: Exploit 
your sexuality, or be one of 
the boys. 

When I saw The Run¬ 
aways this past week, it was 
deja vu. The new movie, 
about the late-1970s all-girl 


rock band, is advertised as a 
biopic about “the first girls 
to rock.” 

The two protagonists, gui¬ 
tarist Joan Jett and singer 
Cherie Currie, aim for those 
two tactics: Sex or tough¬ 
ness. Currie, known for her 
corsets and fishnets, chose 
the former; Jett, in black 
and leather, chose the latter. 

The idea of an all-girl band 
was received poorly: Jett’s 
guitar teacher tries to teach 
her On Top Of Old Smolcey, 
and declares that girls play 
acoustic — not electric — 
guitars. At early shows, they 
were pelted with garbage; 
one detractor sneered, “guys 
don’t like girls who are 
tough. Guys like girls who 
are soft and flirty.” 


Yes, once upon a time, 
people were THAT offended 
by female musicians — 
thankfully, that contempt 
doesn’t exist anymore, but 
the idea of female rebellion 
still does. 

Consider Currie was just 
15 when she joined the 
band. On stage, she strutted 
with a microphone cord 
snaked around her fishnet- 
ted leg. Shocking! But rock 
’n’ roll is built on sexuality, 
and so much of growing up 
is about taking control of 
one’s own body. 

In one scene, the band’s 
manager howled: “Rock is a 
blood sport — it’s for men. 
This isn’t about women’s 
lib, it’s about women’s li¬ 
bido.” In recent interviews, 


Jett said her “parents al¬ 
ways told me I could do any¬ 
thing I wanted.” Of her im¬ 
age, “I think it’s important 
that you’re able to own it. 
And women owning their 
sexuality is threatening.” 

Rock music has a trans¬ 
formative effect — for mis¬ 
fits such as these girls, it’s 
an escape; it connects you 
with likeminded people, 
ideas, politics. It was for me, 
and I’d guess it was for The 
Runaways, too. All you can 
do is throw yourself into 
the rough and tumble and 
hope you come out the oth¬ 
er side.

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DNA analysis may indicate 
new member of family tree 


Skepticism 


In the latest use of DNA to 
investigate the story of hu¬ 
mankind, scientists have 
decoded genetic material 
from an unidentified hu¬ 
man ancestor 
that lived in 
Siberia and 
concluded it 
might be a 
new member 
of the human 
family tree. 

The DNA 
doesn’t 
match mod¬ 
ern humans 
or Nean¬ 
derthals, two species that 
lived in that area around 
the same time — 30,000 to 
50,000 years ago. 

Instead, it suggests the 
Siberian species lineage 
split off from the branch 
leading to moderns and 
Neanderthals a million 
years ago, the researchers 
calculated. And they said 
that doesn’t seem to match 
the histoiy of human an¬ 
cestors previously known 
from fossils. 

So the Siberian species 
may be brand new, al¬ 
though the scientists cau¬ 
tioned they’re not ready to

make that claim yet. 

Other experts agreed 
that while the Siberian 
species may be new, the 
case is far from proven. 

“We really 
don’t know,” 
said Ian Tat- 
tersall of the 
American 
Museum of 
Natural His¬ 
toiy in New 
York, who 
wasn’t in¬ 
volved in the 
re¬ 


new 
search. 

But “the human family 
tree has got a lot of branch¬ 
ings. It’s entirely plausible 
there are a lot of branches 
out there we don’t know 
about.” 

The discovery “is like 
many new finds,” said Eric 
Delson of Lehman College 
of the City University of 
New York, who didn’t par¬ 
ticipate in the new work. 
“You say, ‘I think this is dif¬ 
ferent, but I’m not sure.’ 
And then you look for 
more material and you tiy 
to make better compar¬ 
isons.”

health- or auto-insurance 
boards will need to do so 
with their faces in plain 
view. 

It says people’s face-cover¬ 
ings will not be tolerated if 
they hinder communica¬ 
tion or visual identification. 

Premier Jean Charest told 
a news conference the 
province was drawing a line 
in the sand in defence of 
two principles: Gender 
equality and secular public 
institutions. 

“This is a symbol of affir¬ 
mation and respect — first 
of all, for ourselves, and also 
for those to whom we open 
our arms,” Charest said. 

“This is not about 
making our home less 
welcoming, but about 
stressing the values 
that unite us.”

than rented.

Nutty Maple 
Spinach Salad

INGREDIENTS: 

Dressing: 

1/4 cup low-fat 

mayonnaise 

1/4 cup maple syrup 

3 tbsp white wine vinegar 

2 tsp sugar 

1/3 cup vegetable oil 

Glazed Nuts: 

2 tsp sugar 

3 tbsp maple syrup 
6 tbsp water 

3/4 cup whole walnuts or 
pecans 

Salad 

1/4 cup soft goat cheese 
1 small bag of baby 
spinach 

1 small red onion 
12 thin slices of pickled 
beet 

METHOD: 

1. Whislc together mayon¬ 
naise, V4 cup maple syrup, 
white wine vinegar, sugar 


and vegetable oil in a 
small bowl for 2 minutes. 
Refrigerate. 

2. Mix the sugar, 3 
tablespoons maple syrup 
and water in a small pan. 
Stirring constantly, bring 
to a slow boil over low 
heat. Reduce heat and add 
nuts. Stir to coat. Remove 
with a slotted spoon and 
set aside to cool. 

3. Wash spinach and dry 
well. Divide between 4 to 
5 salad plates. Top with 3 
slices of beet and thin 
slices of red onion. Crum¬ 
ble soft goat cheese on 
each salad and top with a 
generous amount of 
glazed nuts. Drizzle with 
dressing.
